Heaviest Fall of Rain in Many Years 


===Four Inches in a Night. 


THE SANGAMON HIGHER THAN EVER 


Danger Scenes and incidents at the River on Sunday and

Water Works Partly Flooded and Fires Put Out-- 


Railway and Wagon Bridges Seriously Dam= 


aged—Hundreds of Visitors at the

Sunday. 


Interest in Cuban news and tho mur- 


der trial give nay Sunday te a general de- 
plro to learn the extent of tbe damage 
brought about by tho unprecedentedly 
heavy rains of Saturday night. It was a 
flood everywhere, seme streets in tho city 
looking like rivers as late as 10 a.m. 
Sunday. Cellars everywhere were partly 
filled with water, caused In many cases 
by the inability of tbo sewors to net 
promptly oocauao of tho back water. Low 
lots became lakes and there wero repeat- 
ed calls by telephone for tbe sewer inspec- 
tor to get a move on himself. Bert Wil- 
liam?, street superintendent, bad eight 
men out opening 
choked up Inlets and 


aiding tbe people. 


FOUR INCHES OF RAIN'. 


Four inches of water fell Saturday 


night according to Professor Coonradt'e 
measure, which was tbe greatest fall tbe 
professor has seen since be has been mak- 
ing weather records. 
The rain fell stead- 


ily all Sunday morning and until 3 In tbo 
afternoon. 
A strong wind then came up 


wblcb, for several hours blew tbo clouds 
away. The sky again became overcast at 
6 o'clock and thejwind which came from 
tho southwest, still blew a gale, which 
moderated a good deal about 6 p. m. 


Hundreds of people went down to sea 


the river, some of them taking the car 
line to Riverside park and others going 
flown the Central tracks to tbo water 
works. 
Many who never go down to tho 


rlver_in yearsjwere there^Sunday. 


AT MAFFIT BK1DGE, 


The river was higher than ever betorc 


Sunday and the force of the current swept 
everything movuble before it. 
The stairs 


wk'ch gn down to tho Riverside boat 
house were Doateil by the back water and 
there was 18 inches of water in tho beat 
house. 
The Mt. Xlon road was under 


water beyond tho bridge and the dike just 
below tho bridge was wasbsd^down out of 
sight. 
It was one immense flood of wa- 


ter from tbo bill In Riverside park across 
to the Allen hills, and was (inly broken 
by tbo Maffit bridge. 
The water was a 


foot over any previous high water mark? 
and bad the Mailit bridge not been raised 
five fofct last fall the water would have 
warned over (he driveway. 
Tall trees in 


the rlvtr bottoms were covered by the 
flood and only tho tops of tho very t..lle.st 
could be seen. 


In ppito of the strong wind, which 


made it very bard for women to be out, 
many of them went down to the river yes- 
terday afternoon to Bee the river. 
The 


high water could be plainly teen from the 
nd of the car line. Whitmer's pasture 
was turned into an Immense lake with 
muddy waves threshed up high by the 
Kind. 
Many ducks were Djing and sev- 


eral hunters wero out in search of game, 
along the banks and in boats. The river 
was full of drlftng objects, cum stalks, 
trees and logs, brush—everytbilng that 
hul been reposing in the bottoms for the 
last 10 years. 


Frank Hull was down In tbo morning 


t o look after tho Riverside boat company's 
nuiperty. He fastened down tho boat 
house as well as be could so that the high 
water would not carry it awaj. 


AT THE WATER WORKS. 


The river came nearer to the city water 


works bucday than'lt bas ever been be- 
fore. 
By afternoon tho water at one 


place was within a ftw feet of tbo water 
works. The cellar of the plant was filled 
with water but this will not make much 
trouble as it can be easily pumped out 
and will run out itself when the river 
goes down. The boat house at the wa- 
ter works was flooded and was covered 
with water half way to the rook. On 
the west side of the Illinois Central 
bridge tbe flood extended south over all 
tbe bottom lands to where tbe high landi 
begin and on tbe noith side of the river 
the water covered tbe new part of the 
cemetery grounds to tho bill where the 
Potter's field is located. At all points 
along the river streams' sod tiles added 
volumes of water which helped to swell 
tbe main body. 


ROAD WAS CUI OFF. 


Tbe greatest expanse of water along 


the river wse to be seen at the St. Lonla 
bridge. At this point tbe water extended 
from the bottom of the hill on the north 
ilde of the wagoa bridge, flooding tbe 
midland botttom landi on such ilde of 


the road ami nearly covering tho north 
approach to the bridge so that the road 
ktd out to the bridge with great lakfs of 
water on each side. 
Tbe water was with- 


in a few feet of the bottom of the wagcn 
bridge and on the south side tbe road was 
entircy cut off. The road soatb of 
the 


bridge is lower and from tha bottom of 
the hill on the'soutb side the water flowed 
two feet deep over the road nearly to the 
bridge. At C o'clock last night tbe wa- 
ter was rapidly rising and creeping up 
over tbe road. Two men on borsback 
rodo through tho water from the bridge 
to the south fido and one man walked 
across, 
hut it was n dangerous act. 


While tho water was not mure, than two 
feet deep over the road bed there Is a deep 
embankment on each side and here the 
water was probably 10 or 15 feet deep. 
The blgb wi&ds which followed tbe rain 
kept the water moving. 
Persons living 


on tho south sido of tbe bridge wero com- 
pelled to cross at the county bridge in or- 
der to reach the city. 
The water did not 


begin to out oft tbe road until afternoon, 
but it did not take long to cover it up. 
As tbe water flowed with considerable 
furce it is probable tbo road bed will be 
badly washed away. Hundreds of ptr- 
sons walked 'down to the St. Louis bridge 
yepterday afternoon to view tho flood,

He said that he found that the condition 
of affairs about the city was net as had as 
might be supposed. 


WATER GOING DOWN, 


Reached Highest Point at 5 a.m. To- 


Day—Water Works Saved. 


The river stopped rising at 5 o'clock 


this morning and only just In time to 
Suva tho water works serious troablo acd 
cutting off tho fit) 's supply. About mid- 
night tbe water camo into tbe engine 
room ot the water works and drowned 
out one of tbe boilers. Ibe south boiler 
haa an underground flue and tbe water 
Oiled this, putting out the fire. Fireman 
Hborl) started up the other boiler and had 
to^carry bis coal across a trestle work to 
get to It, as the water in tba engine room 
prevented him from shoveling the coal 
into the boiler from tbe floor as he ueual- 
ly does. 
The electric lights In the build- 


ing were aleo cut off by the high water. 
The wires are under the floor of the wa- 
ter works and the current waa cut oil by 
the high water. Pipes were run from tbe 
light plant across the building to tte en- 
gine room oat of reach of tbd water and 
the electric wires put In these. All this 
made the work cf tbe fireman doubly 
hard last night and be came home thu 
morning at 7:30 tired out. The county 
bridge bad to be tied in places laet even- 
Ing to prevent It from Coating away, 
and man la Ibe employ of tbe Illinois 


Central railroad kept gnard at the threat- 
ened bridge all night lor fear that it 
would float down and carry the General 
bridge with It. The county bridge being 
constructed of wood would flont high in 
the water. 


FhllMaeller got a boat load of dnc-ks at 


Riverside. 
He went out in a

and shot from cover, using a number of 
decoys t lonre the gamo within range. 


BIVEB G01XQ DOWN. 


The rlrer was going down at the water 


works tbla morning and will probably 
nok rige any higher. 
The south approach 


at the county bridge this morning was 
entirely cut cff. 
Tho watar flowed over 


tho road bed about two feot deep and it 
was luiposslblo to get over the bridge. 
The MaOit bridge is iu the same condi- 
tion and In fact all of the wagon roads 
leading across the river ore cut off 
It 


is itnposfible to get from ore side of the 
river ti the other with a horse acd vehi- 
cle. 
This morning tho dairymen living 


south of tho river carried their milk cans 
across the Illinois Central railroad bridge 
and loaded tbem in a wngon on this s'de. 


Tbo county bridge is in a dangerous

FLOOD XOIES. 


A yonng man who li?es in Warrens- 


burg tried to drive homo yesterday after- 
noon. Ho Cr;t went out West Wood 
street and found the bridge over Steven's 
cie-k waabed away.

The bridge on tho Springfield
